Tragedy nearly caused oatastrophe 
al the Paducah dry docks last niKhc 
at C o\lo< k. The plus to out 8»k 
tlon waa knocked out aad it waa pre- 
▼ented from aiBkhii only by tlie wife 
of the night watchman, Charley Brlc- 
mey«r, hearing a thumping nolw un- 
di'i' tilt' (lockH. This morning at 6 
(! I ;o( k tliL- caiitf of iho accident be 
tvime slarHliiK'.y apimreiit when tlie 
dead body of Thomas farktir, the 
colored tie band wbo fell off the tow 
boat Margaret a week ago to<iay and 
was drowned; shot up between two 
st-ctlDlis of tho dry do< Us. 

Whi'ii I'arkcM- ft-:! off the Margaret 
last Monday, he .shouted to ttae men 
on the boat that he could get aiong 
am ritfbt; but b* tuMeoIy went under 
■and w«B nover mm again unMl tbia 
morning at <S o'clock. Tho moat con- 
Kisi'.ru cxii'lanatlon of hla elakiug 
only once is that the strong suction 
at the head of the dry docks im^ed 
blm under. Ohariea BrlgiiMy«r, the 
Belgian watchman at ttae dry docks 
went to the eectton of the dorks this 
morning, Where he had found the 
Irfug out the night before. A.^ lie 
waa standing tooking at the te:i fe. t 
expanse of walor iM-tween the two 
Mctlona of th« dock*, a dead body 
•bot iMad ftrat out of the water walat 
Ugb bafSor* It feU back. 

Brigmeyer waa Impelled back sov- 
fiial |i;h-ch by tlu- slioi k of the start- 
ling ai>l)earancu of the body, linnie- 
dlately remembartng that I'nrker s 
body waa auppiiwd to be onder the 
docks, and h« quickly grabbed a 
roi>e and secnred the body to the 
docks. 

\Vi:h He .1 1'l'i'araiicp of Parker's 
body, Brigmeyer knew why the phig 
had been knoclNd out of on« lection 
of the dry dock*. The thumping 
noise, which his wife heard Sunday 
ni.i,'ht. was Fyrker's body hitting 
asalnst the l)otloni of the dorks. The 
time liad expli >1 wln^ii the b.uiy ii.ii- 
urwlly wovM remain under water, 
and Its aSort to reach th» aurfaee 
caused it to repeatedly hit th* plug. 
Anally dislodging It. 

Sunday nisrht Brigmeyer Replaced 
the i>'.n!? and pumped out the water, 
b^t the thumping continued until the 
body came to the surface this ;iiorn- 
<ns. Saturday 'they were raising and 
towerlnc fiovera; of the sections of 
the dry dorks, and the body Is sup- 
posed to h.^\e hppn di.>-:lo(lpp(| from 
some obftpuctlons. A deep cut had 
been received acroas the right cheek, 
but otbarwiae the body was pei<ect:y 
preserved. 

It was earried to an undertaking 
establlahaMnt aad win be burled to- 
day by pelativee.

Met Wtth Three Serlona Acddent.o, 
Which Crippled Htm For Life

John U McOnire, 66 years old, the 
oldest engineer in term of service on 
tile Illinol.s Central, died Seturday 
nlKht at S;:!() o'clock In Fu^lpn. He 
had just puKeU his train into the 
statloq, resigned his engine to t'ne 
hoatler and gone to his boarding 
house whan seised with a nt of 
coughing. A . blood Teaaal In his 
throat burst and death followed in a 
short time. The bojy was brouKht 
back to Paducah on the train he was 
to have brought in Sunday morninn 
li 7 :1.'. o'c i.n. k. and was taken to the 
home on the Pool road. Thia after- 
noon at t o'clock the funaral waa 
held at the home and a special train 
composed ot nn engliM, coaoh and 
baggage car, conveyed the body from 
the union station to Trimble street, 
where it was plarcil In the hear.se 
and taken to Oak Orovu cemetery. 
The funeral wa.s held with Masonic 
honors, and largely attandad. 

Joan L. MoOu're was bom in Eric, 
Pa., June I^.M, Imt reared In 

Tennessee. .\f tho ase of 15 years 
he Ix'Kan rallroadiiit; a.^; he lper on 
tho Nashville and Northwestern at 
Nashville. After three years' service 
he cama to Padacidi'to work on t'ue 
New Orleans aad Ohio, now the Illi- 
nois renlrnl. 

Me worked on the ... .ii . i. i 
while trying to boar,l a c onstnirt ion 
train, fell under the wheels, lli-s 
spine was dislocated, causing him to 
be atooped permanently; his liead 
crnalMd.gnd fwt Ittinra* »mA. tor 
eleven months he remained in bad. 
Recovering ho was made a brakeman 
wlieii the road exionded between Pa- 
durah snd TTnlon City and but one 
train was run dally, composed of 
engineer, fireman, conductor and 
three brakemen. In 1S71 when the 
road waa astended to Rlras, Tann., 
he was made fireman under H, Nor- 
ton and fired the first train to Rives. 
Tn 1873 he became an engineer and 
was given charge of a pile driver out- 
fit. For one year and a halt ho re- 
mained on the Rile driver. 

His second aocidant occarited Jan- 
nary 17 1875, at Boas Station, a 
few miles south of Paducah. The 
engine No. 5, was standing on the 
track niottonless. Without warning it 
exploded. The smoke stack went 400 
yards away, the fire box on top of 
the Boaz depot and Engineer Mc- 
Onlre was blown into a tree 50 yards 
distance. His Injuries, a triple frac- 
ture of the right leg and a bruised 
body, laid him np eight montlts. 

On recovering he grot a coal run 
between Paducah and Fulton and 
December 20, 1 876, when the road 
was completed to Newbem, D.vors- 
burg and Covington he ran to tbese 
stations. On August IS, 188S, the 
road was complbted to Memphis and 
McQuIre had the distinction of pull- 
ing the first train bearing the ofll- 
cials mayor and council of Paducah 
to Meniphi.-i where the golden spike, 
marking tho ending of the road, was 
driven. Ho was given a regular pas- 
senger run after that between Padu- 
cah and Memphis and had held it 
until death. 

In 1SS3 his third serious arrident 
occurred. He was going south at 
Ripley, Tenn., when a box car came 
wt!dly down a steep grade. It struck 
his engine and knocked it into the 
ditch, rode over the baggage oar and 
wrecked Itself against the bank. Mc- 
Oulre was taken from under hla en- 
gine with few bnii.ses. hla aseape 
having been miraculous. 

Because of his advanced age and 
long service, he was given bis choice 
of the accommodati6n runs between 
Paducah, Fulton and Memphla. A 
few years ago he gave np the fast 
Oyer and took the accommOiHation 
run which he had since held. 

John I.,. McOuire wa.t n popular 
railroad and lodge man. Me was a 
member of the Ilrolhei hood of Rail- 
way Engineers, Masons and Knights
